IMPRESSION GAINED FROM CONTACTS MADE BY A/O IS THAT 
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TO USDOC WASHDC 
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UNCLAS SECTION 03 OF 03 TAIPEI 06109 

GENERALLY MARKET FOR MEDICAL AND SCIENTIFIC EQUIPMENT 
IS GROWING IN KOREA AND WILL BE PARTICULARLY GOOD IN 
NEXT FEW YEARS DUE TO SEVERAL LARGE FOREIGN LOANS 
RELATED TO MEDICAL PROJECTS INCLUDING DOLS 35 MILLION 
UNTIED JAPANESE LOAN FOR MEDICAL EQUIPMENT, DOLS 15 
MILLION UNTIED GERMAN LOAN AND U.S. EX-IM BANK FINANCING 
FOR LARGE PURCHASES OF HOSPITAL EQUIPMENT AS PART OF 
EDUCATION PROJECT. US EQUIPMENT IS FAVORED IF PRICE IS 
RIGHT, GOOD SERVICE PROVIDED AND SELLING EFFORT IS MADE. 
THERE IS A SMALL MARKET FOR LASER EQUIPMENT NOW 
BUT DEMAND IS GROWING IN SPECTROPHYSICS. THERE MAY BE 
A PROBLEM IMPORTING MECHANICAL PUMPS IF SAME TYPE IS MADE 
IN KOREA AS SOME ITEMS ARE ON RESTRICTED LIST SUBJECT 
TO APPROVAL BY FINE INSTRUMENTS CENTER BUT TREND IS 
TOWARD LIBERALIZATION. VERY SMALL DOMESTIC MARKET FOR 
PACEMAKERS MAY MAKE LICENSING A PROBLEM UNLESS CAN 
MANUFACTURE FOR EXPORT. NO ONE HAS TECHNOLOGY YET BUT 
CONTACTS FELT MAY BE SOME INTEREST. A/O PAID CALLS 
ON NUMBER OF KEY GOVERNMENT ORGANIZATIONS AND 
ASSOCIATIONS INCLUDING MINISTRY OF COMMERCE AND 
INDUSTRY, KOREA-U.S. ECONOMIC COUNCIL, PRESIDENT OF SEOUL 
NATIONAL UNIVERSITY HOSPITAL AND KOREA HOSPITAL 
ASSOCIATION, KOREAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND PRESIDENT OF KOREA TRADING AGENCIES ASSOCIATION 
WHO IS ALSO A LEADING IMPORTER OF MEDICAL AND SCIENTIFIC 
EQUIPMENT. ALL WERE ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT MISSIONS 
PROSPECTS AND EAGER TO ASSIST IN ARRANGING APPOINTMENTS 
AND PUBLICIZING MISSION. BELIEVSION WILL RECEIVE 
BEST POSSIBLE EXPOSURE WHILE IN KOREA. 

16. MARKET POTENTIAL - TAIWAN: 

IN GENERAL MARKET PROSPECTS ARE GOOD ALTHOUGH SOME OF 
MISSION MEMBERS MAY FIND MARKET NOT READY FOR SUCH 
SOPHISTICATION YET THOUGH IN FUTURE DEMAND WILL INCREASE. 
NO DATA GIVEN BUT GOVERNMENT PROGRAMS TO IMPROVE HEALTH 
CARE CITED AS REASON FOR SUCCESSFUL SALES OF MEDICAL 
EQUIPMENT. IMPORTS OF PACEMAKERS HAVE GOOD PROSPECT IN 
TAIWAN, THOUGH MARKET SMALL, BECAUSE GOVERNMENT SUPPORTS 
THEIR IMPLANTATION BUT NOT SURE DOMESTIC MANUFACTURERS 
HAVE CAPABILITY TO ASSEMBLE. 
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GENERAL FEELING THAT GOODS MADE IN TAIWAN INFERIOR TO 
IMPORTS MAY CAUSE PROBLEMS BUT SOME POTENTIAL EXISTS. 

FEW LASERS ARE USED NOW BUT EXPECTATION IS THAT MORE 
WILL BE BOUGHT IN FUTURE THOUGH MARKET WILL NEVER BE LARGE. 
IMPORT OF ISOTOPES IS STRICTLY CONTROLLED BY GOVERNMENT 
BECAUSE OF HEALTH HAZARD THOUGH LABORATORIES USING THEM 
FOR RESEARCH HAVE BEEN ABLE TO IMPORT AND SEVERAL 
HOSPITALS HAVE CAPABILITY TO USE. CONTACTS NOT SURE 
WHEN RESTRICTIVE POLICY WILL BE MODIFIED. VACUUM PUMPS 
AND PULMONARY FUNCTION EQUIPMENT HAVE GOOD POTENTIAL. 

A/O MET WITH MOST OF THOSE LISTED FOR MISSION DIRECTOR 
COURTESY CALLS AND WAS PROMISED EXCELLENT SUPPORT. 

BELIEVE MISSION WILL ACCOMPLISH GREAT DEAL IN TAIWAN 
DESPITE SOME PROBLEMS HIGHLIGHTED ABOVE.

OFFICERS AND LOCAL STAFF AT ALL POSTS AND WISHES TO
